Subject: —Import of (1) ‘Fruits’ all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnuts, fresh, 
dried, salted or preserved, n.o.s. and excluding dates [S. No, 21(a)/IV], 
(ii) Asafoetida (S, No, 31/V), (Hi) Cumin Seeds and (iv) Medicinal 
herbs from Afghanistan. 

No. 101-ITC (PN)/6S. —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce & Indus¬ 
try Public Notice No. 47-ITC(PN)/03 dated the 18th May, 1963 on the above sub¬ 
ject wherein the importers of dry fruits etc. from Afghanistan were advised not to 
e.iter into any further contracts, until further notice, with suppliers of dry fruits 
etc. in Afghanistan, 

2. It has now been decided to allow further Import of fresh fruits only during 
the current Agreement period (Oct. 1962—November 1963) within a fixed monetary 
calling. Individual importers will be granted further permits, during the current 
Agreement period, for Import of fresh fruits only, subject to their eligibility. Issue 
of permits in terms of this Public Notice will be governed by the conditions men¬ 
tioned in the Ministry of Commerce & Industry Public Notice No. l22-ITC(PN)/62 
dated 19th September 1962 and No. 143-ITC(PN)/62 dated 18th October 1962 as the 
case mny be.
